“In the declaratio n to this su it the 
p lain tiff n o t o n ly in clu des the q u estio n 
o f his u se o r n o n -u se o f liq u o rs, b u t 
also that o f his g en eral rep u tatio n ,” 
said Mr. Belden . 
The co u rt asked Mr. Belden whether 
the defen se wo u ld co mb at the p o sitio n 
o f the p lain tiff that malice in the p u o - 
licatio n o f the article was a b asis fo r 
damag es. 
Mr. Belden an swered that 
p ro o f o f malice u n do u b tedly wo u ld b e 
the b asis fo r damag es an d the defen se 
wo u ld co mb at the attitu de o f the p lain ­ 
tiff. 
Did Not W ant to Be Vindictive. 
Atto rn ey James Po u n d, fo r the p lain ­ 
tiff, said: 
“At first I wan ted to su e fo r $50,-

n o min al. 
He did n o t wan t to b e v in ­ 
dictiv e, b u t wan ted merely damag es 
fo r the p u b licatio n o f a falseho o d.”

The co u rt’s ru lin g o n this 
I>o in t mean s that while the defen se 
will co mb at the alleg atio n that Ro o se­ 
v elt's rep u tatio n was p u re, it mu st 
sho w that fact b y ev iden ce that p ro v es 
his rep u tatio n fo r drin kin g was n a­ 
tio n -wide. 
Ro o sev elt’s claim to dam­ 
ag e was that his rep u tatio n ex ten ded 
o v er the en tire co u n try . The damag e 
therefo re was co u n try wide. 
The de­ 
fen se, to p ro v e that it did n o t damag e 
Ro o sev elt’s rep u tatio n o r that the de­ 
g ree o f damag e was n o t g reat, mu st 
p ro du ce witn esses who can testify that 
his rep u tatio n fo r drin kin g ex ten ded 
o v er the n atio n . 
This, the defen se say s, is p ractically 
imp o ssib le b ecau se v ery few men are 
in p o sitio n to kn o w Ro o sev elt’s rep u ta­ 
tio n in all p arts o f the co u n try .

In th is cou ntry th ere 
is 
no 
su ch family h eritage. Weaving is re­ 
garded as a temporary 
occu pation 
to be abandoned as soon as th e fac­ 
tory h and can get someth ing better. 
Th is efficiency, also, according to 
excellent au th ority, ch aracterizes th e 
working men and women of 
Great 
Britain wh o weave th e woolen cloth , 
th e greater part of wh ich is employ­ 
ed in making cloth es. 
Th e weavers 
h ave been trained from fath er to son 
for many generations, so th at th ey 
u nderstand perfectly every featu re 
of wool and know h ow to h andle it 
from th e raw produ ct to th e finish ed

C. H. & D. Freight at Irvington 


is Seeking $25,000 Damages. 


NEGLIGENCE 
IS 
CHARGED 


The case of Carl Gross against the 
C. H. & D. for 
$25 ,000 damages, 
sou ght becau se of inju ries receiv ed 
in the lieadon Collision of a freight 
and passenger train at Irv ington No­ 
v ember 13, 1912, was sent from Ma­ 
rion cou nty to Shelby cou nty y ester­ 
day on a change of v enu e. 
Gross 
was head brakeman 
011 the freight 
and has been indicted for inv olu n­ 
tary manslau ghter in Marion cou nty . 
The complaint say s the train had 
been ordered by the company onto a 
siding fou r miles east of the center 
of the city . lie alleges the company 
was negligent in closing the switch 
after the freight train had been ta­ 
ken into it and that the company was 
fu rther negligent becau se it 
main­ 
tained no signal light at the switch 
to indicate that the switch was o pen. 
As a resu lt it is charged a passen­ 
ger train took the open switch and 
crashed into the freight. 
It is a l­ 
leged that the passenger train was 
ru nning a t the ra te o f fifty to six ty 
miles an hou r, east bou nd, when it 
took the o pen switch. 
The plaintiff 
say s he was standing in the ca b o f 
the freight engine a t the time a nd 
that he was inju red in the ba ck a nd 
spine, his right leg wa s cra shed a nd 
his nerv ou s sy stem 
sha ttered so 
that he has been fo rced to spend a 
great deal o f the time in ho spita ls 
since the a ccident.
